The first biennial legislative session of 60 days, which came to 1 
close at midnight Saturday night—according to official clocks in the 
house and senate+—was featured by passage of a number of constructive 
measures and defeat of many that attracted state-wide attention. . 

The assembly started its session with recommendation of Governo 
Clifford Walker for adoption of the following program: 
reform, the children’s code commission bills, prcposals for bond issues 
or other methods of building the state system of permanent highways, 
His tax reform program included pro- 
posed constitutional amendments to empower ‘he state to levy a classi- 
fication tax on intangible properties and an income tax.

Bills Defeated. 

Important measures which met de- 
feat either through actual vote, fail- 
ure in committees, tabling or failure 
to get in the calendar, were: 

‘The income tax bills. In the house 
their defeat was attributed chiefly 
to a split in the ranks of the income 
tax supporters themselves, one fac- 
tion desiring to abolish the ad valorem 
tax, while the other did not approve 
this. An attempt to reach a com- 
promise and bring another income tax 
measure up for further consideratign 
failed when the rules committee voted 
to keep it off the calendar. 

The $15,000,000 bond issue for the 
educational institutions, another pro- 
posal. backed by the governor.

Smith Tells Story. 

Only Smith’s story of what took 
place on the car before the cutting 
was available to police Saturday night, 
and both he and Churchill denied in- 
flicting the fatal wounds or having 
any knowledge of who did inflict them.

From Churchill it was learned that 
he had opened the front door of the 
car and walked to the rear, but he said 
that he did not. reach the back plat- 
form before Mullins had fallen dead.

Jumping out of an automobile in 
motion, Miss Luna Glenis Wilkes, 15 
years old, of 810 Marietta street, Sat- 
urday afternoon suffered injuries 
which probably will prove fatal, ac- 
cording to Grady hospital physicians.

Wires Smoot Belgian Ne- 
gotiations Are Almost 
Universally Criticised 
and Cannot Be Defended 


Washington, August 22.—(/)—Sen- 
ator Borah, of Idaho, chairman of the 
senate foreign relations committee, has 
wired Senator Smoot, of Utah, that 
the Belgian debt settlement is almost 
universally criticised, “and that it 
cannot be defended if it is to serve 
as a precedent for funding other for- 
eign obligations.” 

Senator Smoot, in reply, emphasized 
that the Belgian agreement signed 
here last Tuesday, was not to be con- 
strued as a precedent for future set- 
tlements, and added that he could con- 
vince the committee chairman that it 
was the “best settlement under Bel- 
gium’s present condition.” 

Senator Borah's telegram, under 
date of August 20, made public to- 
night, follows: 

“If there was any reason peculiar 
to Relgium why this settlement was 
made, it should be stated to the pub- 
lic. It should also be stated that this 
is no precedent for other settlements. 
Pardon this suggestion, but this set- 
tlement is almost. universally criti- 
cised, and if it is to serve as a 
precedent, it cannot be defended.”

Chapman told his lawyers that he 
knew Wolfe, who i« new held by the 
Muncie police in ecunection with the 
murder, having met him when he and 
Dutch Anderson rtayed at Hance's 
farm at Eaton, Ind. 

“I have known Anderson a long 
time,” he said, “and he’s incapable 
of such a rotten deal, particularly 
after the kind treatment Mrs. Hance 
accorded Anderson and myself when 
we stayed with them. Many times, 
when either of us was sick, she took 
care of us, showing the kindness of a 
mother. Hance testified in Hartford 
because he had to. The police had

They do not bear interest and 
for tne lifetime of the purchaser con- 
stitute nothing more than a gift, but 
upon his death the full face value of 
each will be returned by the temple 
to any named beneficiary or to his 


estate, 
Time Plan Provided. 

Subscribers to the building fund 
will not be asked to purchase their 
certificates outright. Subscriptions 
will be taken on a regular pledge card 
form which provides that payments 
may be made in five instailments over 
a period of two years, beginning 1926. 
The temple will issue the loan certifi- 
cates after these pledges have been 
fully paid; but if a subscriber should 
die before he has completed payment 
of his pledge, the amount already paid 
into the temple will be returned. 

In order to make certain the im- 
mediate repayment of all loan ceértifi- 
cates as soon as they fall due the 
building company will earry a form 
of group insurance which can be pur- 
chased at a premium cost less than 1 
per cent of the principal. At the 
same time a sinking fund will be es- 
tablished from initiation fees. In a 
few years this fund should reach suf- 
ficient proportions for the temple to 
carry itS own insurance. 

The advantages of the plan which 
Yaarab temple has adopted are obvi- 
ous. It eliminates the burden upon 
the membership of subscribing to a 
gift campaign, although large sums 
of money have been raised for Shrine 
temples in this manner. It relieves 
the temple of borrowing money and 
paying heavy carrying’ charges, 
whether this money be raised through 
a bond issue or borrowed from the 
banks. And it makes possible imme- 
diate construction of the mosque,

Prominent Athens Bank- 
er Confirmed by Senate 
To Succeed Henry L. 
Fullbright. 


James H. Dozier, of Athens, was 


appointed Saturday by Governor Clif- 
ford Walker to be state tax commis- 
sioner to sneceed Henry L. Fullbright, 
resigned. ‘The senate promptly con- 
firmed the appointment. The term of 
office runs until August 14, 1951. 


Mr. Dozier is a banker and has becn 
prominent in public affairs in Geor- 
gia for a number of years. He man- 
aged Governor Walker’s unsuccessful 
race for governor against Thomas W. 
IIardwick, four years ago. He is a 
memben of the Tidewater commission 
of the state game and fish depart- 
ment and is well known throughout 


the state. 
Mr. Dozier is a graduate of the Uni- 


versity of Georgia and prior to enter- 
ing banking business was a civil engi- 
neer and later entered the lumber 
business on an extensive scale. 

The new tax commissioner has been 
held for many years in highest esteem 
by Governor Walker and following the 
Intter’s accession to the governor's 
chair four years ago it is known that 
he tendered Mr. Dozier a number of 
choice appointments. He declined to 
accept any appointment, despite insist- 
ence of Governor Walker and other 
friends, until the tax commissioner's 
office was offered him. 

Soon after Governor Walker was 
inaugurated he offered the place of

SLAVERY PRACTICED 
IN ASIATIC STATES, 
REPORT DECLARES 


Geneva, Aug. 22.—(#)—Slavery is 
openly practiced in several Asiatic 
Mohammedan states, particularly in 
the Arabian peninsula, including the 
kingdom of the Hedjaz, where many 
slaves are girls who came from the 
I‘ar East as pilgrims to Mecca, says 
a report by the slavery commission 
= the league of nations published to- 
ay. 

The commission recommends uni- 
versal abolition of the legal status 
of slavery, and would give every 
slave the right to freedom without 
payment of money. It suggests the 
establishment of a concentration 
point to which freéd slaves may be 
sent pending their return to the 
country of their origin and _ also 
recommends the extension of the 
right to purste slave dealers. 

In order to end the abuses that 
tend to make forced labor virtually 
a disguised form of slavery, the 
league of nations’ commission  sug- 
gests the prohibition of compulsory 
lubor except for public works, for 
which there must be adequate pay.

POST RELIEVED IN HOT FIGHT 


In Blinding Dust Storm 


BY JOHN O’BRIEN. 

(Copyright, 1925, by United News.) 

Qjara, French Morocco—(By Cou 
rier to Fez.)—August 22.—I watched 
4.000 Frénch troops battle an in- 
visible enemy Sunday during a 
howling, blinding dust .storm that~ hid 
the sun and made the battle field a 
swirling pall of grit. Through the 
gritty gloom could be seen the flashes 
of rifles and the sounds of battle rang 
sharply in my ears. 


“The Skifa post has been relieved,” 
was the brief description given the 
fighting in the French officiat com- 
munique. That was all it said of the 
operations, which extended along an 
eight-mile front and compelled the 
French troops to cross the Ouergha 
four times under Riffian fire from 
the crags which commanded the cross- 
ing. For two hours the troops were 
handicapped by the suffocating dust 
storm. 

A column of Senegalese infantry. 
Algerian cavalry and one white. bat- 
talion of infantry left Ojara, 60 miles 
north of Fez, at 3 a. m., in inky dark- 
ness. Cigarettes were strictly forbid- 
den. The columns advanced through 
the brush under a high peak, but 
despite the precautions for conceal- 
ment, Riffian bullets began whizzing 
at 4 o’clock. Your correspondent was 
riding horseback with the colonel's 
staff and was just able to perceive 
the hnes of infantry and the mule 
trains 100 yards to the right and left. 
Then-came our first crossing of the 
Quergha, which theoretically is the 
frontier of the French zone and the 


Riff 

lt was near daybreak. Riffian 
sharpshooters were posted on every 
summit, their rifles spitting constant- 
lv. The column was across the river 
when the sun appeared. The Riffians 
vere clearly visible then afoot. 

Mounted French batteries opened 
up, deluging the mountain with hot 
metal while two planes sailed above 
dropping bombs on the Riffian posi- 
tions, 

The infantry had maneuvered into 
mpre open formation, covering a front 
of two miles as it advanced. Parties 
of from 50 to 100 were left behind 
to occupy the Riffians on the peaks 
and to guard the return of the in- 
fantry. It was dangerous work. 

By 7 o'clock the peak overlooking 
Skifa, a mile and a half distant, was 
occupied by a conyoy advancing from 
the open plain beneath. | Another burst

of artillery fire was directed at the 
peak where the Riffian snipers were 
dashing for cover like rabbits. 
The enemy never was more than a 
quarter of a mile distant. 
Dust Storm Rises. 


Suddenly the sky blackened. A 
hurricane of suffocating dust swept 
up the valley, hiding the sun in dark- 
ness that was pierced only by the 
flashes of the guns. The Riffians 
crept closer under cover of the storm, . 

The <colonel’s orderly dropped, hit 
in the forearm and my horse, nicked 
in the knee, stumbled and fell as an- 
other bullet whizzed a bit overhead. 

When the storm had passed the 
sweltering troops moved forward in 
groups, the Riffians galloping a few 
hundred yards ahead, firing as they_ 
fled. Many of the retreating horse-— 
men fell under the hot French fire. 

Through glasses I watched a relief 
battalion enter Skifa, where Senega- 
lese troops had been isolated for a 
month. These filed out to join the 
main column. 

“Now,” remarked -the colonel com- 
manding the column, \,hose name 
must be omitted because of regulations, 
‘we are going to see the real works.” 

After we crossed the river, the Rif- 
fians in the background had occupied 
rocky cliffs where they intended to 
wait to catch the returning troops. 
Twice the returning raiders forded 
the OQuergha but were forced back by 
the Riffian fire while the French ar- 
tillery rained shells on the cliffs, The 
river banks are cliffs 100 feet high. 
There are no paths. We were forced 
sto give our horses the reins, trusting 
Officers of 
the Chasseurs Afrique gave an exhi- 
Met of horsemanship seldom seen 
outside a circus, sliding down boulders 
and through crevices less than two 
feet wide. 

We got back to Ojara at noon, when 
the troops got their first cup of coffee 
and a drink of muddy water. The 
colonel, gathering the folds of his 
Arab gandura (a sleeveless, shirtlike 
garment), his only ‘outer garment, 
around his shoulders, replied to your 
correspondent’s hopeful suggestion that 
there was nothing to dg until tomor- 
row by saying: 

“We are starting another raid after 
lunch. There is just time to grab a 
mouthful before going to the relief of 
Tafrant. I hope to accomplish that

TAX BOOKS COMPLETED

Waynesboro, Ga., August 16.—(Spe- 
cial.) —George Blount, tax receiver for 
Burke county, has completed the tax 
digest for 1925.

PLANTS ARE ASKED 
TO SHUT DOWN ONE DAY. 

Charlotte, N. C., August 22.—(/)— 
On account of low water resulting 
from drouth conditions, said to be 
without precedent in the last 55 years, 
the Southern Power company today 
announced that it had asked that all 
industrial consumers of hydro-electric 
power produced by the company shut 
down their plants one day each week, 
beginning next Wednesday, until fur- 
ther notice. 

The curtailment 
will affect about 


of the use of power 
500 mills in the 
Piedmont section of the Carolinas, 
with more than 5,000,000 spindles. 
However, many of these mills have 
been operating on. a part-time basis 
for several months on account of un- 
favorable marketing conditions. 


Zone Schedule Arranged. 


The mills are grouped by counties 
and a zone schedule has been arranged 
by which each group wilk close for 
one day each week, the several groups 
suspending operations on alternating 
Kleven counties in South Caro- 
lina, constituting zone five, are the 
first in which mills are to close, these 
being as'ed to suspend operations next 
Wednesday. Mills in eight North 
Carolina counties are scheduled to be 
closed Thursday. 

“There being no immediate pros-

Airplane Has Engine Room. 


(From the Westminster Gazette.) 
An airplane which promises to rev- 
‘olutionize commercial aircraft is to be 
‘fully tested at Norwich by Mr. Frank 
Courtney, the racing pilot. 

The feature of the design of this 
machine, which was built for the air 
ministry, is a central engine room. 

As it is an experimental type, only 
two 450-horsepower Napier Lion en- 
gines have been fitted, but, pursuing 
the same lines of design, the experts 
declare that there is no reason why 
half-a-dozen or even more engines 
should not be fitted into @ machine 
able to take them. 

They see in it the forerunner of the 
type of airliner which will, when fly- 
ing has become more fully developed, 
be plying regularly between London 
land New York. This experimental 
leraft, which is built entirely of steel, 
jand which is known as the Bodmin- 
' Napier, has been under design and con- 
| struction for between two and three 
years, 
| Instead of two engines being fit- 
ted one on each wing, they are group- 
jed together in the engine room, and 
;are geared up to drive a single pro- 
peller. This means that if one of the 
power units should break down when 
in the air flying could easily and safe- 
ly be continued on the one remaining. 

The craft, which in preliminary 
trials has been found entirely satis- 
factory, envisages the day when with 
six or eight engines in the central 
engine room it will be possible to hold 
one in reserve for use if any of the 
remainder should break down. There 
is no doubt that the airplane definite- 
ly marks a new era in a commercial 
aircraft design.

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No Politician of Today Is 
Equivalent of Famous 
“Bloody Bridles Waite” 
of Colorado. 


BY MARK SULLIVAN. 

Washington, August 2?2.—Of the 
recollections that Pryan’s death evok- 
ed, the recalling of his earlier career 
and the contrasts and changes that 
have come in American politics, one 
aspect has been generally omitted, one 
that is consoling to observe. 

We have no such acrimoniousness 
now as we had in the early days of 
Bryan. The present generation has 
geen nothing like the bitterness of the 
gold versus silver campaign of 1896, 
or other episodes not uncommon in 
the "20s. What politician today would 
be called the equivalent of “Bloody 
Bridles Waite,” as Governor Waite of 
Colorado was called after he had said 
the American people must have the 
things they demanded, even if they 
had to “ride in blood up to their 
bridles?” La Follette was able to avoid 
that kind of phrase, and his opponents 
to forego that kind of epithet. 

When Jacob S. Coxey found some 
things in politics not to his liking the 
form of protest that occurred to him 
was military. “Coxey’s Army’ which 
marched from northeastern Ohio to 
Washington, was a most colorful epi- 
gode of 1894. That is recent enough 
‘for the leader, Jacob 8S, Coxey, to be 
still alive in the most peaceful pursuit 
of conducting a sand quarry at Mas- 
sillon, Ohio. He turned up as late as 
the republican convention that nomi- 
nated Coolidge at Cleveland last year, 
a most unobtrusive, shy, gentle, 
elderly man on the fringes of the 
crowd in the hotel lobby, decidedly 
not pressing himself on anybody; but, 
to those of us who had the interest to 
approach him, urging certain novel 
ideas about finance and the Federal 
Reserve System, which he hoped that 
someone more aggressive than himself 
would carry before the platform 
committee. 

Like Crusades. 

William Allien White wrote a de- 
scription of that western mood of the 
"20s, which together with a similar 
article, “What's the Matter With 
Kansas?” made him famous: 

“It was a fanaticism like the Cru- 
andes Indeed, the delusion that was 
working on the people took the form 
of religious frenzy. Sacred hywns 
were torn from their pious tunes to 
give place to words which deified the 
cause and made gold—and all its 
symbols, capital, wealth, plutocracy— 
diabolical. At night, from ten thou- 
gand little white schoolhouse windows, 
lights twinkled back vain hope to the 
stars For the thousands who as- 
sembled under the schoolhouse lamps 
believed that when their legislature 
met and their governor was elected, 
the millennium would come by procla- 
mation. ‘They sang their barbaric 
songs in unrhythmie jargon, with 
something of the same mad faith that 
inspired the martyrs going to the 
sinke. Far into the night the voices 
rose—women’'s voices, children’s voices, 
the voices of old men, of youths and 
of maidens, rose on the ebbing prairie 
breezes, as the crusaders of the revolu- 
tion rode home, praising the people's 
will as though it were God's will, and 


cursing wealth for its inequity. It was'

Reason slept; and the 
passions—jealeusy, covetousness, ha- 
tred——ran amuck; ard whoever would 
check them was crucified in public 
contumely.”

and compared with the copy furnished 
to the press. After weighing the rel- 
ative advantages of, and objections to, 
the two modes of delivery. I concluded 
that it was the part of wisdom to 
disappoint the few thousands who 
would be in the hall in order to reach 
the hundreds of thousands who would 
read it in print.” 
Caused Great Change. 


This account by Bryan of his rea- 
sons for reading his New York speech 
explains a revolution that has taken 
place in political speech-making, a 
revolution that is one of the striking 
changes wrought during the past quar- 
ter-century. In order to provide 
newspapers all over the country with 
advance copies, it has become prac- 
tically universal for public men _ to 
write out in advance such speeches as 
are important enough to be likely to 
be published at all. The difference 
between a speech written out coldy 
in a man’s study and one fired with 
the spontaneous 
speaker’s spirit 
dience’s—between these two there 
is a world of difference; and the 
exigencies of the press have taken 
from the present generation much of 
the dramatic «motion that an older day 
got from politics. More lately pub- 
lie speeches have been harnessed down 
yet more flatly by conditions that at- 
tend the coming of the-radio. 


Practiced Restraint. 


Throughout the entire 1896 cam- 
paign Bryan, in proportion as his su- 
perb insight into popular psychology 
called for it, practiced restraint. It 
was not Bryan who was violent. It 
was his opponents. 

A New York clergyman, the Rev. 
Thomas Dixon, spoke of Bryan as 
“a mouthing, slobbering demagogue, 
whose patriotism is all in his jaw- 
bone,” at which characterization, ae- 
cording to The New York World’s 
account, “the audience howled.” 
(Later Mr. Dixon left the ministry 
and became widely known as an 


tion pictures, of which “The Clans- 
man” is typical.) The Rev. C. H. 
Parkhurst, of New York, spoke of the 
silver movement as inimical to credit 
and an attempt, “deliberate and hot- 
blooded, to destroy what little of it 
remains. I dare, in God’s pulpit, to 
brand such attempts as accursed and 
trensonable.” 

This sort of thing was not mere 
ordinary political fustian. It was the 
sincere expression of acute alarm. The 
New York Nation spoke with a de- 
tachment most uncommon in the east, 
when it said that “probably no man in 
civil life has succeeded in inspiring 
so much terror, without taking life, 
as Bryan.” 

The New York Sun, having the 
shrewdness to temper violence with 
wit, said: ‘tHe was born eloquent and 
/attracted much attention by repeating 
‘Casabianca’ when he was only 11 
‘months old. He is not very much 
older now, but much more eloquent; 
and his eloquence is of the inspired 


sort, like that of a phonograph or. 


telephone or speaking tube. When- 
ever he opens his lips words of fire 
fly out, Roman eandles, cannon crack- 
(ers, rockets, pin-wheels. A very beau- 
'tiful show, but, as the Flonorable To- 
bias Castor says: ‘What it’s all 
;about, the Lord only knows.’” ... 
| Roosevelt, then comparatively un- 
‘known, said of Bryan and some of his 
associates, that they “are, as regards 
the essential principles of government, 
in hearty sympathy with their remote 
skin-elad ancestors who lived in eaves 
and fought one another with stone- 
theaded axes and ate the mammoth 
{woolly rhinoceros.” 

, Of the almost universal violence of 
‘Bryan's opponents, one of the less 
‘intemperate éxamples was in Henry 
| Watterson’s Louisville Courier-Jour- 
I nal: “Mr. William J. Bryan has come 
‘to Kentucky, and Kentuckians have 
‘taken his measure. He is a boy orator. 
|He is a dishonest dodger. He is a 
daring adventurer. He is a political 
'faker. He is not of the material of 
which the people of the United States 
have ever made a president, nor is he 
even of, the material of which any 
party has ever before made a can- 
didate.” 

Among the epithets devised by other 
papers and antagonists, or devised by 
friends and used by enemies, in far- 
casm, were: “Bryan the Brave,” 
“the Great Commoner,” “the Peerless 
One,” “the Magnet of the Platte,” 
“the Boy Orator of the Platte.” About 
‘this last desiggation of Bryan, Senator 
Foraker had ‘it brutal but witty com- 
ment on the Platte river: “Six inches 
deep and six miles wide at the mouch.” 
Of this kind of epithet and epigram 
a merciless degree and quantity was 
heaped on Brvan. 

It was from Bryan’s enemies that 
the violence of the campaign came. It 
was the cultivated east, its foremost 
editors and some of its foremost clergy- 
men who ranted. Bryan steadily prac- 
_ticed restraint, practiced it as a mat- 
_ter of art, and shrewdly turned ‘his 
/opponents’ violence to his own pur- 
poses. In his speeches he used to 
{repeat what his enemies said of him— 
‘repeat their words with a smile and 
manner that was subtly designed as 
half-way between Christ forgiving his 
encmies and JohnN,, Sullivan showing 
himself a good sport. 

No Such Epithets. 

In no recent political campaign have 
‘we had any such epithets as these 
(1896 ones. No republicans’ yelled 
names like that at John W. Davis or 
James M. Cox, or even at Woodrow 
Wilson, though occasionally the 


-'phrases applied to Wilson were pretty 


vielent. No democrat searched the 
coal-cellar of his vocabulary for any 
such words to hurl at Coolidge or 
— or Hughes or Taft or Roose- 
velt,

Cooperative ownership of apart- 
ments is not a new idea. The move- 
ment was begun about 1880 by a 
group of persons who erected in New 
York city what was then known as a 
“building containing French flats.” 
The venture was so snccessful that 
similar projects were started in the 
more fashionable residential areas of 
New York city, notably Fifth avenue 
and Madison avenue. Although the 
career of cooperative apartments suf- 
fered a temporary setback with the 
failuré of an enormous enterprise 
known as the Navarro Apartments, 
occupying a large plot of ground fac- 
ing Central park at Fifty-ninth street, 
the movement became popular again 
during the period of 1905-1910, when 
the demand for apartments in New 
York city exceeded the supply. Unfor- 
tunately, the promoters of several 
apartments had exaggerated the ad- 
vantages accruing from cooperative 
ownership and when the actual per- 
formance did not meet the expecta- 
tions of the owners, cooperative apart- 
ments received another setback. 

As a result of the shortage in hous- 
ing facilities following the world war, 
the attention of the public was again 
attracted to the cooperative apart- 
ment idea. Not only were new co- 
operative apartment houses erected, 
but older buildings were remodeled 
and sold to the tenants under co- 
operative ownership plans. Today the 
cooperative apartment. house has be- 
come an institution in home construc- 
tion throughout the United States. 

Growth of the Idea. 


The present growth in the develop- 
ment of apartment houses is due to 
the increased cost of construction to- 
gether with the increased expenses 
and difficulties of maintaining indi- 
vidual homes. The low construction 
cost of the individual home prior to 
1920 was attributable to plentiful sup- 
ply of labor, cheap building materials 
and relatively cheap transportation 
therefor, but this low construction cost 
vanished with the era of prosperity in 
1919-20, and thus far has shown no 
signs of returning. Moreover, the 
problems of servants, coal, heat, gar- 
bage and ash disposal and general 
repairs seem daily to grow more bur- 
densome to many householders. As a 
consequence the present generation in 
seeking a means of escape from the 
financial and physical burdens entail- 
ed by the ownership of an individual 
home has tended to turn to coopera- 
tive apartments. Before cooperative 
apartment houses may be regarded as 
a competitor of the individual house, 
however, it is necessary for it to be so 
planned as to afford all of the ad- 
vantages of the individual house and 
at the same time eliminate or muini- 
mize the disadvantages of the latter. 

The advantages of an _ individual 
house which the builders of coopera- 
tive apartment houses must consider 
are artistic surroundings, privacy and 
adequate space, light and air. It is 
interesting to note that the developers 
of cooperative apartments whose ef- 
forts have been marked with signal 
suecess have studiously achieved the 
advantages of the individual house in 
the‘construction of their cooperative 
apartments. For example, one of 
the prominent builders of cooperative 
apartments in New Yor’ city by the 
employment of compet: architects, 
by a utilization of only 40 per cent 
of the total lot area in building, by 
the construction of only two apart- 
ments to a floor together with push- 
button, automatic elevators and by 
the employment of first-class land- 
seape gardeners, has attained individ- 
uality, space, light and air, privacy 
and cooperative apartment for his 
apartment house projects. If the co- 
operative apartment house can equal 
or exceed the individual house in 
physical comfort and convenience then 
its continued development must de- 
pend ultimately on the financial econ- 
omy to be gained thereby. 

Reduce Rent Costs. 

Today there are several sound rea- 
sons for the continued development of 
cooperative apartment houses. First, 
as measured by the experience of the 
past decade, cooperative apartments 
effect a reduction in rent to the own- 
ers from 25 per cent to 50 per cent of 
what they would otherwise pay as 
tenants, this percentage tending to in- 
crease with an apartment conserva: 
tively financed on a semi-cooperative 
basis. 

The factors responsible for this re- 
duction in rent to the owners of co- 
operative apagtments are: 

(a) Elimination or reduction of 
losses from vacant apartments. 

(b) Reduction of losses from un- 

ollectable rents. 

: (c) Economies effected in repairs, 
maintenance and decorations, due on 
the one hand to mutual forbearance 
by the occupants of the apartment, 
the other hand, to the 
saving resulting from wholesale con- 
}tracts and purchases on such items as 
coal, janitog service, garbage dis- 
osal, ete. : 

r (d) Reduction in expenditures for 
repairs due to a comparatively infre- 
quent shifting of tenants. ; 

(e) Reduction in the expenses 0 
management, advertising, brokerage 
fees, ete. 

Second, cooperative apartments, es- 
pecially of the fully cooperative type, 
assure a certainty of tenure which is 
desirable in periods of housing short- 
age and high rents. Third, a modern 
cooperative apagtment built upon 4 
convenient and accessible site, en- 
dowed with architectural individuality 
and set in an artistic environment 
with plenty of land about it, gives 
to the home-seeker the same varie 
choice of size, location, light. and air, 
as are available in the selection of an 
individual home, while at the same 
time it secures these advantages at a 
lower cost. 

Two General Plans. 

There are two general plans accord- 
ing to which a cooperative apartment 
house may be financed. The older 
plan, known as the semi-cooperative 
plan, involves the capitalization of a 
eorporation on & basis whereby 00 
per cent to 80 per cent of the total 
cost of the property, including therein 
the cost of land and building, 1s fi- 
nanced by means of mortgages and 
the balance by the sale of stock to 
the cooperative owners. Money raised 
by means of mortgages 1S usualiy 
financed by a first mortgage to the 
extent of 50 per cent to 55 per cent of 
the total, and a second mortgage for 
the remainder, although it is not un- 
usual to find a well-located coopera- 
tive apartment house, assured of an 
exceedingly stable rental income, fi- 
nanced by means of a first mortgage 
up to 60 per cent of the total fair 
market value of the property. About 
half of the apartments are then set 
aside for the occupancy of the own- 
ers of the stock representing the cash 
equity invested in the property. 

An estimate of the current rental 
value of the remaining apartments is 
then made and such apartments are 
rented to tenants. The cooperative 
owners are obliged to meet any 
deficit between the return from the 
rented apartments and the actual ex- 
penses incident to the opration of the 
entire apartment house. The more 
modern plan, termed the fully co- 
operative plan, of financing 8 C0- 
operative apartment house involves a 
first mortgage amounting to 50 per 
cent of the total] cost of the propesty. 
ineludnig therein the cost of land a 
building, while the remaining 50 
cent is furnished by the 
of stockholders te coo 


cupancy of the apartments being limit- 
ed to the stockholding owners. All the 
yearly revenues necessary to the 
operation of the apartment are raised 
by the stockholding owners, thus 
eliminating entirely speculation on 
rental income which the semi-coopera- 
tive plan entails. 
Progress in Five Years. 

During the last five years remark- 
able progress has been made in the 
development of organizations, the spe- 
cial function of which is to organize 
and manage cooperative apartment 
houses. While such organizations per- 
form a distinct service at reasonable 
cost, it by. no means follows that a 
cooperative apartment house cannot 
be soundly financed and economically 
managed by a greup of individuals 
acting in concert. Group action is 
just,as certain as a special organiza- 
tion of making the cooperative apagt- 
ment yenture a success, provided it 
develops the project in the light of 
experience that has accumulated dur- 
ing the past two decades. This ex- 
perience shows that the following fac- 
tors are fundamentally important in 
the development and erection of a 
cooperative apartment house. 

1. A fair purchase price for the 
land. One element in cooperative 
apartment house development that has 
invited some stinging criticism has 
been the obvious attempts on the part 
of real estate promoters to foster the 
cooperative apartment house project” 
as a means of unloading a plot of land 
onto the prospective apartment owners 
at an excessive price. Contrariwise, 
a large measure of the success of the 
previously mentioned organization in 
New York city is to be ascribed to the 
fact that a tract of land half the size 
of Central park, upon which coopera- 
tive apartment houses have been erect- 
ed, was bought as farm land on an 
acreage basis, with the result that in 
the total cost of an apartment house 
the items of land is of extremely rea- 
sonable proportions. 

2. Superior location of site from 
the standpoint of: (a) transportation 
facilities; (b) availability of public 
utilities including electricity, gas, wa- 
ter, telephone, sewers, ash and gar- 
bage dsposal, etc.; (c) taxes; (d) 
availability of business facilities as 
measured by the number, type and 
location of retail stores, doctors, den- 
tists and other professional men; (e) 
availability of schools, and (f) social 
status of the surrounding community. 

3. A solidly constructed building of 
modern design, erected with maximum 
economy consistent with quality. The 
uneconomic construction of coopera- 
tive houses by building contractors has 
been the subject of much unfavorable 
comment. If a group of persons are 
capable of full cooperation there is 
no reason why an apartment house 
cannot be erected economically. 
Wherever such a group contains an 
engineer the physical construction of 
the apartment house can be prosecuted 
successfully by dispensing with the 
general contractor and hiring a build- 
ing superintendent on a salary basis, 
the subcontracts being let by a mem- 
ber of the cooperative group. 

4, Conservative and sound finance- 
ing. The two plans heretofore out- 
lined indicate the skeleton financial 
plan according to which a cooperative 


apartment house ean be finished; the 


details, of course, depending on pre- 
vailing local conditions. As a meas- 
are of precaution, the original contri- 
butions of the owners ought to be 
ample enongh to provide a_ surplus 
fund over and above the amount need- 
ed to finance the cost of land and 
building to meet contingencies. 

5. A sound legal plan thoroughly 
examined and approved by competent 
lawyers. 

6. Adequate provision for careful 
management. The management of co- 
operatively-owned apartment houses 
may be performed directly by a com- 
mittee of owners or indirectly through 
a paid superintendent, by a real estate 
firm or by a cooperative apartment or- 
ganization whose specialty is to man- 
age cooperative apartment houses. It 
must not be assumed that the man- 
agement of apartment houses by a 
committee of owners will always be 
attended by constant squabbles and 
disagreements, for there are plenty of 
examples to demonstrate otherwise. 

Savings In Dollars. 

The final test of cooperative apart- 
ments is contained in the dollars and 
cents figures. As an example of what 
may be achiavyed, the following figures 
concerning a cooperative apartment 
house developed in one of the large 
metropolitan cities of the east, are 
submitted. This apartment house is 
financed on the semi-cooperative plan 
and contains 20- apartments, 10 of 
which are occupied by the cooperative 
owners and 10 of which are leased to 
tenants under standard leases. After 
making allowance for interest on the 
principal sum invested, the financial | 
results show a saving in rental of ap- 
proximately 50 per cent of the co- 
operative owners. The sums invested 
by the cooperative owners range from 
$3,750 for a five-room-and-bath apart- 
ment -with moderate-sized bedrooms, 
to $6,250 for a six-room-and-two-bath 
apartment with spacious bedrooms. 
Monthly contributions to cover the 
operating deficit indicated by the table 
appended, including therein contribu- 
tions made toward the reduction of

Wall Street Is Puzzled and

That is the real reason why Wall 
Street has been asking, with a good 
deal of anxiety, what the stock mar- 
ket will do this autumn. Wall Street 
has never seen ‘a situation precisely 
like the present one, 

When stocks started on their great, 
booming rise the day after election, 
last November, a number of explana- 
tions were heard. The prineipal one 
was that, with the removal of po- 
litical uncertainty and the establish- 
ment of sound, conservative govern- 
ment at Washington, the nation was 
facing such an era of presperity and 
industrial activity as it had never ex- 
perienced before. 

This came pretty near being the 
truth, for the volume of trade since 
last November has been maintained at 
levels which have scarcely if ever been 
equalled in the country’s history. One 
of the best indications of this is the 
record-breaking loadings of freight 
cars in the first half of the year, 
proving that goods were being bought 
and sold in enormous quantities. An- 
other indication was the record of 
bank clearings, the largest in our 
history. . 

But in their predictions of good 
times, most people overlocked an im- 
portant factor. It was merely that, 
during the war and immediately after- 
wards, the manufacturing capacity of 
the country, at the steel mills, the 
textile mills, the coal and copper mines 
and in many other directions, had 
been greatly expanded. These facil- 
ities had been worked to the full ex- 
tent during the war, when we were 
helping to feed and cliethe Europe 
(lending Europe the money to pay us) 
and when we were maintaining our 
own great armies. But with the re- 
turn of peace it developed that we 
could not use the full cepacities of 
these productive plants, at prices 
which would enable the producers to 
earn a profit and pay the high wages 


d prevailing. 


Hence, soon after election it became 
evident that stocks of manufactured 
goods were piling up, unsold in the 
makers’ hands. The break in the 
stock market last March, when most 
of the rise which had taken place 
since the preceding November was 
cancelled, was largely due to a realiza- 
tion of this situation. 


But long-headed bankers and stu- 
dents of underlying factors still felt 
that the market would advance, de- 
spite what had happened to business, 
and events proved they were right. 
They based their forecast, not on the 
business outlook, but on the money 
outlook. They correctly foresaw a 
prolonged period when money rates 
would be unusually low. 

There were various influences mak- 
ing for low money rates. One was 
the federal reserve system, which by 
concentrating the country’s banking 
reserve in a few great central banks 
had lowered the reserve requirements 
from 25 per cent to 7, 10 and 13 per 
cent, depending on the size of the 
cities where the banks were locatéd. 
During the war and in the great pe- 
riod of inflation following it the credit 
facilities of the federal reserve had 
been used to the utmost, permitting 
an enormous volume of business to be 
done, with prices of goods at record- 
breaking figures. With lower prices, 
an equally large volume of business 
could be done on the same reserve and 
at lower interest rates. 

But the reserve was not the same. 
It had increased hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars, due to the steady 
stream of gold shipments received in 
this eountry from the outside world. 
In part these shipments were due to 
the fact that European credit was so 
poor in this country that our inves- 
tors would not lend to foreign bor- 


ndirowers, hence these who bought our

Long-headed bankers who foresaw 
a great rise in the stock market last 
winter used to talk about,“‘inflation,” 
or the inevitable use of ovr great cred- 
it facilities in raising the price of 
stocks. But events proved that they 
meant just the opposite of the—kind 
of inflation we had experienced in 
1919 and 1920, when prices of goods 
were sent sky-high by the use of bank 
credit. They meant the direct appli- 
cation of money and credit to the 
stock market, the purchase of securi- 
ties because dividends and coupon in- 
terest rates were low compared with 
interest rates in the open market. 
Stocks were a bargain because they 
could be bought on borrowed money 
and show a good margin of profit in 
the income they yielded. 

Thus it happened that, at the very 
time that the volume of business done 
in the country was running close to 
the highest levels ever attained, a 
period of easy money developed. This 
Was something that had never been 
experienced before. In all our past 
history, a long period of low rates on 
money for use in the stock market 
had only come from slack business. 
There was not enough credit in the 
country to provide full accommoda- 
tions for, business and at the same 
time permit a great and prolonged 
bull movement on the stock exchange 
at low rates of interest. Often, of 
course, there were great booms on the 
stock market while business itself was 
booming, but in nearly every instance 
the stock market boomed in spite of 
pretty stiff rates of interest. Rates 
gradually worked higher and higher, 
until at last they often caused a col- 
lapse of stock prices. 

It was this flood-tide of money 
which, beginning last November, swept 
prices of stocks to the highest level 
on record. In the earlier stages of 
the movement it was possible for any- 
body to make money with his eyes 
shut. Practically all stocks were on 
the rise, and it was not necessary to 
pick and choose carefully. 
being lifted by cheap money. 

Now, however, the market is no 
longer surging upward uniformly. 
Some stocks are advancing, where the 
record of earnings is favorable, but 
others are hanging back or actually 
declining. Anybody who makes money 
now must show skill in choosing his 
stocks. 

In the minds of a great many good 
observers, this irregularity of the mar- 
ket is a sure sign that the influence of- 
easy money as a stock market force 
is about exhausted. Prices may be 
maintained around their present levels 
by easy money, but there are not many 
who expect to see them advance 
further for that cause. 

That is why Wall street is asking, 
“If prices are to go higher this au-

put them up?”

To New Orleans by Scientists 
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New Orleans, August 22.—(/)—A 
lone Indian, wearing bull-hide sandals, 
a high straw sombrero, faded khaki 
trousers and a bright sash, but scorn- 


ing a collar, entered New Orleans 
today from the United States immigra- 
tion station at Algiers; just across 
the Mississippi river. He was given 
a reception in keeping with the im- 
portance attached to his visit by 
science. 

Through this lone Indian Tulane 
university hopes to join the knowl- 
edge of today with the ancient. lore 
of the Mayan race. The only tongues 
he speaks are the rough Spanish 
Keche-de-Mer, that has filtered in 
from the banana ports to the Indian 
tribes, and the tribal dialect of his 
native Mayan tribe, deep in the wilds 
of Chiapas, Mexico. 

The 50-year-old Indian was brought 
to the United States by Franz Blom 
and Oliver LaFarge, of Tulane fae- 
ulty, and tonight he is oceupying a 
hotel suite with his hosts. They will 
not remain in the hotel long. 

“We're going to find a quiet apart- 
ment somewhere and hole up there 
for a few weeks,” said Franz Blom. 
“We've serious work to do with 
‘Tata.’ It’s the hardest thing in the 
world to win the confidence of a jun- 
‘gle Indian. We've won the confidence 
(of “Tata.’ He knows we're his 
| friends. What we want to get out 
| Of him is the full story of the Mayan 
| tribal lore in his own native tongue, 
‘in which Oliver LaF arge is becoming 
| swiftly proficient. Already, as our 
friendship has grown, Tata has begun 
to relax his native reticence and to 
tell us of some of the strange wild 
ceremonials with which the Mayans 
worship their ancient gods. 

“This lone Indian, with 
usual native intelligence. 
can neither read nor write, really 
will be a peep-hole through which 
the eye of modern scientifie investi- 
gation can see into what has been a 
wall of solid, shrouded darkness and 


his un- 
though he 


mystery, barring the life of the an- 
cient Mayaus from the world. 
‘“bey’re a wonderful race, the 
Mayans,” said Uliver Aa arge. 
“They have a distinct Asiatic tinge 
in their psychology. All indications 
are that the American Indians had 
their origin in Asiatic tribes that came 
across the Behring straits at the close 
ot the glacial epoth, and that they 
came down frow the north to what ts 
now Latin-America. ‘hefe is a dis- 
tunct resemblunce between the lan- 
guage of the LUte indians of North 
America and the Tangue of the Az- 
tec Indians of Mexico. 
“About the Mayans we have no defi- 
nite datu. ‘heir language is a series 
vf tribal dialects that bear no known 
resemblance to any other language 1 
have encountered, except in rare, and 
1 think, probably uccidental inci- 
dences, it’s an amusing point-to find 
that in the Lokatan dialect the wurd 
ior ‘father’ is ‘pop.’ 
“The Mayuus nave always been, 
us nearly as we can find, a great 
gruup ot small tribes. ‘heir origin 
uus been traced at least as far back 
as 0UU b. C. ‘There was a time when 
their population exceeded tive million. 
It is probably about three million 
now.” 
Messrs. Blom and lLaFarge, in 
their expedition, discovered data on 
~+ buried cities, the tomb of a pre- 
historic Mayau King and many munu- 
ments and inscriptions. 
“I wouldn't say that our expedi- 
tion has discovered anything astound- 
ingly new or astoundingly great,” 
suid Mr. Lak arge, “but it 1s valuable 
in that it will till in gaps.’

STECK STILL GAINING 
IN BALLOT RECOUNT 


Washington, August 22.—(#)—Un- 

official information indicated further 
gains today for Daniel F. Steck, the 
democratic contéstant, as the tabula-« 
tion of the vote of Pottawattamie 
county progresed in the senate recount 
in the Towa senatorial election. 
Latest figures now indicate a Steck 
gain there in excess of 200. 
The official senate report made pub- 
lic today, for 63 counties, including 
Poweshiek and Ringgold, reduced 
Steck’s net gain in the senate recount 
to 900. It gave Steck 251,771, and 
Brookhart 242,500 uncontested votes 
and showed that 1,397 Steck and 4.- 
435 Brookhart ballots had been chal- 
lenged. The total vote was 500,103.

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In Rum Raids 


Cleveland, Ohfo, August 22.—The 


revolt here against high-handed tac. 
tics in enforcement of the prohibition 
laws continued today with the arrest 
of Herman Geltman, a former justice 
of the peace for a Cleveland suburb. 
Warrants are out for two other 
justices. Six constables of justice 
courts have been released on bond. 

Geltman is charged with conspiracy 
and graft. He came in to prominence 
for having conducted the most active 
liquor courts in the county. He is 
reported to have made $100,000 in 
liquor raids and employed a large 
staff of constables to carry out the 
raids. 

Federal authorities charge that the 
; three justices, with their constables, 
conspired to violate the prohibition 
laws by selling confiscated liquor, 
taging fake raids and fixing cases, 
splitting the graft. 

The arrests were made simulta- 
neously with two suits filed here ask- 
ing damages against state prohibition 
agents for staging alleged improper 
raids. 

State Senator George H. Bender 
asked $50,000 against W. J. Patrick, 
state agent, who raided his home on 
,; alleged flimsy basis and found no 
liquor. The suit also names B. F. 
McDonald, state director, as co- 
defendant. 

Bender, an ardent  prohibitionist 
and author of many dry laws on the 
Ohio statute books, declared the raid 
on his home “was only a sample of 
what is going on in this state every 
day, and is an outright violation of 
the constitution.”’

Cordele, Ga., August 22.— (Special. ) 
Representative A. S. Bussey and Sena- 
tor Tannie McKenzie are to be honor 
guests at a Kiwanis occasion here on 
their return from the sessions of the 
general assembly, due to their hard 
and succéssful efforts to put the Crisp 
county hydro-electric power measure 
through the assemly. Mr. Bussey is 
president and Senator McKenzie is 
Hers president of the Cordele Kiwanis 
club. 

Both these members of the general 
assembly gave untiring effort to the 
power bill and succeeeded in getting it 
through, so that the people of this 
community may now look to the con- 
struction of their 15,000-horsepower 
plant on Flint river.

Some time in the spring of this 
year an ordinance was introduced in 
the city council of Atlanta asking for 
a charter amendment for placing a 
license fee of $1,000 on anyone offer- 
ing for sale real estate located in an- 
Other state. This amendment is now 
before the Georgia legislature. 

A number of inquiries have been 
received at the office of the Atlanta 
Real Estate board as to whether this 
Organization is sponsoring and ad- 
vocating the passage of this bill. The 
board states it does not approve of 
this amendment for the reasons that 
we welcome to Atlanta anyone who 
Wishes to engage in a legitimate busi- 
ness in this city and are strongly op- 
posed to any prohibitive license 
taxes, and for the furtheg reason that 
we have no fear of any offering of 
real estate in competition with At- 
lanta real estate. The absolute sound- 
ness and safety of investments made 
in Atlanta real estate, the enormous 
profits that have been made on same, 
make any action to keep out compe- 
tition entirely unnecessary. 

There have been a large number. of 
fly-by-night speculative land promo- 
tion schemes constantly coming into 
Atlanta, but the Georgia securities 
commission hag full powers to take 
care of these. 

The real estate board suggests that 
anyene contemplating investments 
outside of Atlanta consult with an 
Atlanta realtor before making any 
such investment.

ing to salvage the $4,000,000 treasure 

of the sunken steamship Merida. 
The divers, coming up from the 
200-foot ocean depths, are compelled 
to make long stops on the upward 
climb in order to rid their bodies 


‘gradually of the effects of the ter- 
.rific pressure which they have en- 


dured on the ocean floor. ‘Three 
hours in all are required to make the 
200-foot ascent; otherwise the men 
are certain to suffer terribly from the 
dreaded “bends” or caisson disease, as 
soon as they reach the surface. 

It is during this slow upward climb 
that the sharks have been annoying 
them. 

Diver Must Pause. 

The diver must pause for a fixed 
period of from five to fifteen minutes 
at each 10-foot stage of his return 
to the surface. At 30 feet below the 
surface he halts on the ladder for a 
final 30 minutes of “decompression.” 
The plundering sharks await him at 
this level and he must be constantly 
prepared with knife in hand to ward 
them off and perhaps to fight for 
his life. 

The task of the men on the boat 
overhead is to draw tlie sharks away 
from the diver by the use of decoys. 
Great hooks are baited with choice 
morsels of pork, and these books are 
dropped overboard from both ends of 
the boat, being dangled temptingly in 
front of the shark’s nose. 

Several small sharks have _ been 
caught in this manner, but the climax 
of the fishing season was reached this 


week when Worthington Davis, the 
Harvard athlete who is in command 


'of the expedition, found a 16-footer 


soundly hooked to his bait. 

Seven men came to assist Davis, 
and after a fierce struggle they hauled 
the big fish up to the surface. Five 
men went over the side in the launch 
and fought the shark with pike poles 
and Colt automatics for a half-hour. 
More than a hundred shots were 
fired into him before he capitulated. 
Then he was hauled up on the after- 
deck, only to come startlingly back to 
life again in a final struggle. He 
was conquered by five men with fire 
axes. 

Shark steak, regarded as a special 
dainty by the sailors, will be served as 
a regular part of the bill of fare on 
the Spray for some time to come. 

Progress of Hunt. 

Meanwhile, the diving operations 
are progressing steadily. The expe- 
dition has had three or four days of 
good diving weather each week since 
its return -to the wreck,. and each 
day the divers have spent two or 
three hours below. 


Examination of the sunken ship 


| has shown that the entire super- 


structure is a mass of caved-in wreck- 
age. The interior partitions of the 
upper decks ‘iave collapsed all 
through the ship, and the interior 
of the steel hull is filled with a tan- 
gled masse of piping, fittings and bro- 
ken partitions and floors. 

To reach the treasure it is nec- 
essary for the divers to clear a way 
cautiously through this jungle of blis- 
tered steel and iron, sometimes using 
dynamite, sometimes opening the road 
by means of hawsers attached to the. 
Spray’s winches overhead. 

After nearly two months’: work 
neither diver has yet succeeded in get- 
ting nearer than about 40 feet to the 
strong room, where «thousands of 
pounds of gold and silver bullion 
await his arrival. But steady prog- 
ress has been made and the successful 
recovery of the treasure is expected 
within another month. 

Visitors From Sea. 

The Merida quest is now so well 
known that every passing liner de- 
flects her course in this direction, in 
order to give her passengers an op- 


| portunity to see the salvage crew at 
| work. 


The big ships which travel 
north and south slong this part of 
the Atlantic are “rowded at this sea- 
son with tourists, and the Merida 
treasure hunt is now one of the regu- 
lar features on their sight-seeing pro- 
gram. Some of the boats pass within 
a few hundred yards of the Spray, 
dipping their flags in salute as they 
sweep by, and inguiring by wigwag 
signal or megaphone as to the latest 
news from the ocean depths. 

During the past week we also had 
a visitor from the air. ‘The giant 
dirigible Shenandoah came out for a 
visit, circling our anchorage a_ half 
dozen times before she turned back 
majestically on her return journey to 
the distant shore. 


| and he is helped over the rail onto 
the diving ladder. About his waist is 
strapped a wide leather belt studded 
with 94 pounds of lead weights held in 
place by shoulder braces. Next a 
small leather cap, like that worn by 
an aviator, is fitted on his head with 
the earphones attached and fastened 
under his chin. Finally comes the 
great copper helmet, with the tele- 
phone wires plugged in at the side, 

The diver’s sheath-knife, his first- 
aid in time of trouble and his chief 
weapon of defense against sharks or 
devil-fish, is on a string at his wanat. 
The air hose, telephone cabdle and life- 
line are now brought under his arms 
from their connections at the rear of 
the helmet and tied firmly on the 
front of the breast-plate, so that the 
entire weight of the diver is suspend- 
ed from this point. 

He is now fully dressed and valeted, 
ready for the plunge. A smart tap on 
the top of his helmet by the valet sig- 
nifies that everything is in readiness. 

In the meantime the air pump hag 
been started and the pressure in the 
air tanks built up to 125 pounds to 
the inch—this being the pressure re 
quired for work at the depth of the 
Merida, The diver drops down the 
lndder until his head is level with the 
surface, when he reaches out and 
grasps his “descending line,” a three- 
inch manila rope leading down to the 
ocean bed below. He slides out of 
sight down this line, increasing his 
air supply as the water pressure be- 
comes greater. for every foot of 
depth the pressure increases by half a 
pound per square inch. 


Mickel, Who Fled

Leaves for Prison 


Quitman, Ga., August 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)—M. M. Mickel, former office 
manager of a local textile company, 
who recently pleaded guilty to mis- 
appropriating funds of the company, 
left here today in custody of officers 
from Marietta, who will place Mickel 
on the Cobb county chaingang. 
is expected to reach Marietta, Sunday 
afternoon, where he will begin to serve 
a sentence of four years. 

The story of Mickel’s ecarecr is 
more like fiction than fact. With 
his beautiful young wife he came to 


Quitman six years ago, after he had 
been honorably discharged as an army 
officer. They lived modestly and 
quietly until last fall, when Mickel 
began spending money with a prodigal 
hand that attracted much attention. 
He entertained lavishly, bought high- 
powered cars and told his friends that 


@) he had come into a rich inheritance. 


The facts come out when he fled 
from Quitman last April and it was 
discovered that many thousands of 
dollars had been stolen’ from the mill 
company. After crossing the conti- 
nent in his flight, through Canada and 
down into Mexico, he surrendered in 
Los Angeles. 

He pleaded guilty at a special term 
of superior court in Quitman several 
weeks ago.

, The man who took over the coaching burden at Georgia Tech when 
John Heiseman returned to Penrsylvania, and who has been turning out 
good football teams annually ever since, looks like a good bet to do it 


again this year. 


Meaning, of course, W. A. Alexander, a graduate of 


Tech, a football player there, and a gentleman of considerable astuteness 


on a gridiron. 

Alexander entered Tech in 1906 aS | 
a sub-freshman and required six years 
to finish the course. He fooled around 
with football considerably during that 
period, so when John Heiseman need- 
ed an assistant in 1912 his eye and 
choice fell on Alexander. When 
Heiseman left at the end of the 1919 
season to go to Pennsylvania Alex- 
ander, who had spent two years in the 
army during the war, was made head 
coach, 

Mr. Alexander is not a purveyor of 
bear stories, an addiction of a vast 
majority of football coaches. He had 
no trouble in recalling for our educa- 
tion that several football players who 
worked for Tech’s glory last year will 
be among those present when the 
first practice is held September 7, 
and he also was able to see some 
promise in a few of the youngsters 
who will have their first varsity ex- 


perience this fall. 

Of the old guard these will be back: 
Pool, center; Carpenter and Forrest, 
guards: Tharpe, tackle; Marshall, Ir- 
win and Merkle, ends; Wilton, quar- 
terback; Wyckoff, Barron, Williams, 
Connelly and Sam Murray, backfield 
men. 

Looking for Reserves. 


“All we need to think about,” Alex 
remarked offhand, “is about six more 
backs, three ends, six tackles and three 
centers.” 

Well, we thought off-hand, that was 
a pretty large order, but Alexander 
launched into a list of those upon 
whom his eye already has fallen and 
he told of the following new candi- 
dates: Thrash, center; Martin, guard;

If he 
ean figure out a method of winning 
all these football games, which does 
not seem to be possible, he not only 
will have earned the title of a good 
football coach, but as something of a 
sensation in the miracle business also. 

Oglethorpe, itself, long regarded as 
just a practice football game, prob- 
ably will battle Tech to a standstill 
this fall. Only three weeks of prep- 
aration are given Alexander and his 
crew to get ready for that game on 
September 26 and they are going to 
be faced by a veteran team capable 
of mighty good football. In fact it 
would not be surprising if Tech failed 
to win the game. 


No Easy Games. 


After the Oglethorpe contest the 
schedule continues right through a 
list of tough ones. There isn’t an 
easy game on the list, unless one could 
team 
a soft mark. And one cannot 
truth. 

No small amount of difficulty is 
being experienced at Grant field in 
getting the turf in condition for the 
season's schedule. Early in the sum- 
mer while the magnificent new stands 
were being built the gridiron was 
graded and generally churned up so 
that a new sfand of grass could be 
grown.

The new stands at Grant field are 
wonderful and right on top of the 
east one there is going to be a brand 
new press box, built to specifications 
which will include the needs of a 
newspaperman. It will have a roof 
to shed the rain and it will have 
glass windows to keep it off your 
shirt. There will be room in it for 
almost a hundred persons if Alexan- 
der’s recommendations are followed.

Of all the queer twists performed in the careers of major league ball 
players probably none compares with the acrobatic turn executed by Rob- 


ert E. Smith, Atlanta boy, of the Boston Braves this season.

moaning moments of: ‘““My kingdom for a pitcher!” an infielder for five 
years has hopped to the pitching hill. and not only hopped but delivered 
with the finesse of one of the stars of the game. 


When Bob Smith faced the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates on the afternoon of 
July 18 and whipped them with six 
bits in a 2-to-1 verdict another mir- 
acle arrived. It should not be for- 
gotten that the Pirates formed not 
only a pennant rushing ball club but 
the hardest hitting combination in 
either league. 

And Smith, the infielder who es- 
sayed to do the taming had a mis- 
fit tail-end team behindhim, mak- 
ing the feat all the more remarkable. 

Baseball is without a parallel in 
the transformation of an infielder for 
five years to a pitcher in a_ single 
And getting away with it at 
that. 

Usually a Joke. 

Here and there during wild bur- 
lesaues infielders and _ oufielders 
have taken brief turns in pitching 
but just for the fun of it. Back in 
1913. Ed Koney, a first baseman with 
the St. Louis Cardinals pitching four 
innings against the Chicago Cubs 
when Miller Huggins, the manager 
ran out of pitchers and was the win- 
ner in a lo-inning finish, 87. But 
Koney did not make another appear- 
ance on the rubber. 

With Smith it is different. He 
has discarded his infield colors en- 
tirely and from now on he will be a 
starting pitcher on Dave Bancroft's 
staff. 

Smith has earned this distinction 
for following that victory over the 
Pirates he has pitched other winning 
games. He returned against the Pi- 
rates July 27 and had them beaten, 
4 to 0, entering the seventh. Two 
errors were mixed with two hits and 
the Corsairs tied the score. Smith 
retired in the ninth inning with a 
4-4 score. 

In Smith’s next performance he 
was leading the Reds 5-2 in the tenth 
inning. A fumble by Bancroft, wild 
throw by catcher Gibson walk and 
single allowed the Reds to score three 
runs and tie it at 5-5.

“Control is the thing and the pitch- 
er who doesn’t practice on it is losing 
a great chance. Not control of strikes 
but control that will put the ball 
where the batter can’t hit the ball 
in the center of the bat.” 

Does Smith prefer infielding to 
pitching or the other way? He has 
no preference. It doesn’t make any 
difference to.him. He is one who 
loves the game, and he said he'd carry 
the bats and slag the water bucket 
if he thought he could win a game 
for Bancroft and the Braves with such 
service,

It is one of the biggest traps on the 
course, requiring 450 tons of sand. A 
trap in the center of the fairway 
guards the green approach and catches 
pushed tee shots. There is a natural 
ditch along the right of the fairway. 
The green is well trapped on both 
Bides. 

No. 9 (477 vards, par 5)—The fair- 
Way leads uphiil about half way to the 
green. with traps on both right and 
left for a tee shot off line. Traps 
must be carried with the second shot.

During the summer months it is 


natural for lovers of nature to turn 
their thoughts to the mountains and 
for all Methodists to think lovingly of 
“the summer capital of Methodism,” 
beautiful Lake Junaluska. The beau- 
ty of this lake, nestled among the 
mountains, holds one entranced as one 
first catches a glimpse of its spark- 
ling water, blue in the morning's 
glorious sunshine.

But so far as I have been 
able to see, no reply has been attempted 
in the papers, except the article sponsored 
by the friends of unification in the north 
Georgia ccnference and written by one of 
their leaders, the Rey. ‘ . King, of 
Gainesville, Ga. This article was published 
in lagt Sunday's Atlanta Journdl, and .The 
Constitution. ‘ 

Knowing the writer of this article as 1! 
do, I am somewhat surprised at his con- 
temptuousness toward the hundreds of thou- 
sands of Southern Methodists who compose 
the Association to Preserve the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South. My reviews of the 
catechism must have given his  broead- 
minded tolerance a very severe shock, or 
perhaps he believes in other people being 
broad-minded and tolerant, himself excluded 
as is often true. But I am not concerned 
with his strictures on the Association ta 
Preserve the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. He has a right to think and say 
what he pleases about the folks who have 
made him the splendid man he is. 

llis article deals rather sharply with the 
writer of the paper which reviews the 
eatechism in question. He is welcome to 
all that, If it relieves him, 4t amuses me. 
He has my permission to go just as far 
as he likes, 

There are just two sentences in Dr. King’s 
article that deserve to be noticed, and here 
they are: ‘‘I suppose I am in a _ position 
to know the minds of the leading advocates 
of unification, ‘at least as well as the 
friends of the opposition. I challenge any 
one to. name one man who favors such an 
absurd and impossible procedure.’’ 

Reply to Chalienge, 

Tt is with the greatest pleasure that I 
submit the following facta to my readers. 
Facts which have come into my hands from 
various sources, and which prove conclu- 
sively that many of the friends of unifi- 
cation not only favor the absurd procedure 
set out in the catechism but they are 
working industriously to attain it. 

In the first place, the catechism in 
question, with its clear declaration that the 
xencral conference has a right to urite the 
two churches of American Methodists with- 
out reference to the annual conferences, 
signed by ‘‘Friends of Unification,” pub- 
lished April 25, 1925; was never repudiated 
by one of them until after my review of it 
appearea, Private letters declare it grossly 
mj2represents their organization, but it did 
not draw a disclaimer from that large organ- 
ization, nutil my article appeared. If an 
orginization to which: I long was grossly 
misrepresented, and under the name of the 
orgunizition, I would, at least, protect the 
orginization’s good name. A _ silent con- 
sent was given to the teaching of the 
catechism until the review was published. 

In the Central Christian Advocate of May 
14, 1925, edited by Dr. Claudius B. Spencer, 
in Kansas City, the. editor has the follow- 
ing placed most conspleuously in his paper: 

A Question—The question has no bearing 
whatever on the desirability of unification. 
The question has to do with the legal value 
of the referendum now being taken through 
the annual and lay electoral conferences 
on the proposed plan. We quote from a 
catechism being lavishly circulated through 
the south in favor of the plan. (Then 
follow the two questions and answers just 
as they are given at the beginning of this 
article), After which the editor continues. 
‘‘we would like the opinion of our ecclesi- 
astical jurists on the foregoing statement. 
Has the vote now being taken in the an- 
nual conferences no legal or decisive value?’’

In The Christian Advocate (Nashville) 
under date of June 5, 1925, there is an 
article entitled ‘“‘The Consummation of Uni- 
fication.’"” Let me ask my readers to find 
in their file The Christian Advocate of that 
date and read the whole article. Space 
will allow me to quote only small portions 
of it, as follows: “A question not in- 
volving the constitution is not to be re- 
ferred to the anpnal conferences for rati- 
fication. The unification of the Methodist 
Episcopal church and the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church South is: not a constitutional 
question." Further on in his article he 
says again, ‘‘The reference of unification 
to the annual conferences of the two 
churches was an act ultra vires on the 
part of both general conferences. It is 
conceivable, and indeed is common, for 
courts to refer matters to a jury which 
the court itself must decide, desiring by 
this act the opinion of the jury, but the 
ultimate decision of the case is vested in 
the court. So here. As a matter of ex- 
pediency the general conferences might re- 
fer this matter to the annual conferences 
for ratification, but the ultimate decision 
for or against unification is vested in the 
general conferences of the respective 
churches.’”’ ' 


The quotations just given are from the 
reu of Dr. N. H. Williams, presiding ¢lder 
of the Waycross district in the South 
Georgia conference. Dr. Williams has writ- 
ten extensively, advocating the plan of unifi- 
cation, and has been widely quoted as an 
authority on this subject. He certainly has 
the ability to say wha,he means, for these 
words are very clear and definite. 

It is, of course, impossible for me to 
know how many friends of unification agree 
with the writers of the ‘‘Catechism" and 
with Dr. Williams, but certainly none of 
them have disagreed with them in any very 
pablic way. 

Discusses Motive. 

It is also impossible for me to know how 
mony friends of unification there are who 
bold that this pian of unification is a eon- 
etitutional measure, and must be approved 
by the constitutional vote of the unnual 
conferences, who, nevertheless, hold that if 
the plan of. unification is defeated in fn- 
tual conferences, the general conference hag 
a right by resolution to declare the two 
churches united under a new and indepen ieut 
movement, But there nre undoubtedly some 
unification leaders who hold that view. 
‘their correspondence with me, touching my 
agen article, clearly implies that this 
s true, 


And it is not amazing that this is true. 
If T am not mistaken the commission on 
unification made a favorable report to our 
general conference at Hot Springs in 922. 
on the proposition made to us by the Meth- 
dist Episcopal church that both general 
conferences declare the churches united and 
work out differenees in a convention later. 
That is quite true, I am sure. And I am 
equally sure that the general conference at 
Hot Springs, composed of the same men 
who met at Chattanooga later, developed 
strong support for this method of uniting 
the churches. This ‘‘absurd’’ procedure does 
not seem to he impossibie. Indeed it seems 
te be quite possible, And unless the mem- 
bers of the annual conferences shall protect 
their church, se overwhelmingly against the 
plan of unification, by carefully selected 
delegates to the general conference, the 
possibility is a probability. 

I have before me private letters, the 
sanctity of which I shall not ‘violate, giv- 
ing assurance with names and places, that 
this plan of uniting the two churches by 
weneral conference action is being openly 
advocated by unificationists in different 
purts of the church. In a company of rep» 
resentative men, less than a month age, the 
unificationists were asked if they did not 
faver such general conference action. Three 
of the five said they did favor it, one was 
non-committal and one was opposed, 

Politics Hinted, 

Within the bounds of one of our annual 
conferences, less than a month since, ac- 
cording to what I believe to be reliable in- 
formation, the Friends of Unification in 
that territory mét for the purpose of get- 
ting out a ticket for the general conference 
of,men who were of like faith with them- 
selves, They declared themselves favorable 
to general conference action uniting the two 
thurches, and favored that as a policy if the 
majority of those elected throughout the 
church were favorable to unification. 

Hiere are some of the facts in my pos- 
session, I think the church is entitled to 
them. I shall be glad to pursue the sub- 
ject further if those of the opposition de- 
sire it. I have no ‘‘axe to grind’ and no 
‘fence to keep unp.’’

Dr. Ha-Reubeni’s 
plans to establish a series of gardens at 


Jerusalem which will contain every kind 
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the Bible’s Flowers and Trees 


of vegetation mentioned in the Bible 
that can be identified and found grow- 
ing today. 


In the museum he founded in Jeru- 
Salem some time ago the doctor has al- 
ready gathered specimens of every 
growing thing to be found in Palestine. 
This collection is not only of remark- 
able interest to students of Biblical his- 
tory but is proving of great value in 
the development of the country’s agri- 
Culture and other industries. 


One of the proposed series of gardens 
will be devoted entirely to the prophet 
Isaiah. It will undertake to interpret 
through the beauties of nature many 
of the most impressive passages of the 
book of Isaiah as well as to present a 
complete collection of the kinds of veg- 


etation to which the prophet refers. 


One plot in the garden will be de- 
voted exclusively to the fifth chapter 
of the Book of Isaiah with its beautiful 
parable of the vineyard. Here will be 
seen growing the terebinth and the 
edar, the palm and_ the

E study today a miracle 
wrought through Paul and 
Silas and an account of the 
revenge attempted by those 
to whom the performance of 
the miracle brought pecunt- 


aty loss. 
At Philippi they found a slave girl 


whose skill in the magical art was a 
scurce of profit to her masters. She 
was a sort of fortune teller or clair- 
voyant and for a fee would tell or pre- 
tend to tell the-future. She followed 
the apostles for many days, crying 
out, ““‘These men are the servants of 
the most high God, which shew us the 
way of salvation.” 

It is evident that the words were 


not uttered because of faith or in the 
spirit of helpfulness, for we are told 
that it grieved Paul and that, turning 
to her, he commanded the spirit of 
divination to come out of her. When 
her masters found that this change 
had been wrought in her, they were 
angry because their hope of gains had 
been destroyed, so they at once caught 
Paul and Silas and drew them into the 
nrarket place unto the rulers. 

Here we have a case similar to that 
of Demetrius (recorded in Acts 19). 
He, it will be remembered, was a sil- 
versmith; when he found that Paul’s 
teachings were hiable to destroy the 
profitable trade of making idols, he 
called his craftsmen together and 
pointed out the danger that threat- 
ened their occupation. 

When his fellow craftsmen were 
fully aroused to the menace of Paul’s 
preaching, they raised a cry against

Paul—not a frank charge that he was 
injuring their business, but the tmsin- 
cere charge that he was interfermg 
with the worship of Diana. “Great 
is Diana of the Ephesians’? was the 
slogan that they adopted in their effort 
to protect their business under the 
guise of protecting their religion. 
And so with the masters of this 


damsel possessed with the spirit of 
divination; their charge against Paul 
and Silas was that they “teach cus- 
toms which are not lawful for us to 
receive, neither to observe, being 
Romans.” The . multitudes, which 
seemed to have been easily aroused 
against the Christians, “rose up to- 
gether against them.” 


Rage magistrates, resorting to their 
usual custom in such ca nt 
aff their clothes, and comm that 
the disciples should: be en. After 
many stripes had been laid upon them, 
they were thrust into prison and the 
jailer was charged to keep them 
safely. The jailer, unwilling to take 
any chance of their escaping, “made 
their feet fast in the stocks.” 

Poor Paul; he escaped from one 
danger only to fall into another. Later, 
he reviewed his experience with his 
persecutors and gave an account of 
the many forms of suffering through 
which he was compelled to pass. But 
outward circumstances, hawever try- 
ing, never disturbed Paul’s composure. 
tie was in tune with God and at peace 
with Christ—how could he conceal 
his joy? Our text tells us that at mid- 
night Paul and Silas prayed and sang 
praises to God—and they were not 
whispered prayers and songs; the 
prisoners heard them. 

Suddenly there was a great earth- 
quake, so that the foundations of the 
prison were shaken. Those who do 
not believe in miracles are kept busy 
with explanations. This earthquake 
opened all the doors of the prison and 
loosed the bands of every one of the 
prisoners. It was more than a coin- 
cidence that it should have happened 
just at this time, and that which fol- 
Tows takes it out of this class of “hap- 
penings.”’ 

Those who live nineteen hundred 
years after the occurrence may en- 
deavor to eliminate the supernatural 
element in it, but the jailor who was

The New Testament Canon 
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BY RBV. W. P. KING." tao" 


Things New and Old About the Bible | 


”™ 


HE formation of the New 
Testament canon can be 
traced with more historical 
certainty than that of the 
Old Testament canoa. 

There are three distinct 
periods in the historical process of 
torming the New Testament canon. 

The first of these periods comes to 
a close soon after the middle of the 
second century. 

The writings from apostolic sources 
were used for religious instruction 
along with scriptures of the Old Tes- 
tament. All but seven of the New 
Testament books were considered 
genuine, 

The second period extended from 
the latter part of the second until near 
the close of the fourth century. It was 
necessary for the church to fix .the 
limits of the scriptures on account of 
the opposition of various sects and 
heresies. All the books of the pres- 
ent New Testament were received into 
the canon, though the seven doubtful 
books were not considered of the 
same rank as the others. These 
seven, called the Antilegomena, were 
Second Peter, Second and Third John, 
James, Hebrews and the Apocalypse. 
The Third Council of Carthage, 397 


A. D., confirmed our present New 


Testament. 
The third period is from the close 


of the fourth century and onward. No 
change in the limits of the New Testa- 
ment canon appears, but the distinc- 


tion of the books into two classes is 
lost. 

At first there was no thought of 
putting the New Testament writings 
on a level with the sacred Hebrew 


scriptures. Only the lapse of time 
could do this. 
Before the middle of the second 


century the New Testament writings 
were used for public reading in the 
churches, but this does not prove the 
existence of a completed New Testa- 
ment canon at this time. 

As the church drew farther away 
from.the time of Christ and the apos- 
tles, the unsatisfactory nature of oral 
tradition was made more emphatic. 

The church was threatened in doc- 
trine and life by heresies, so the de- 
mand for a canon became imperative. 

The foundation of the entire Bibli- 
cal canon was: practically completed 
for all worshipping and working pur- 
poses about the close of the second 
century, A. D., although certain 
books, afterwards accepted as canon- 
oical, still remained doubtful. 

Despite the historical facts of the 
formation of the canon, the Protest- 
ant churches in the post-reformation 
period, swayed by unscriptural dog- 
matism, departed from the liberty ot 
Luther and the early Protestants, and 
accepted the traditional nations of the 
canon. To distinguish different grades 
in the scriptures becomes a_ deadly 
heresy. Since the Roman Catholic 
church claimed an infallible church, 
the Protestants thought it necessary 
to claim an infallible book, 


The Catholic position is consistent 
and false. The Protestant position is 
inconsistent. It is difficult to see how 
a Protestant can contend for the in- 
fallible canon and at the same time 
deny the infallibility of the church, 
which fixed the limit of the canon, 

Bo.h Catholic and Protestant posi- 
tions are dogmatic and unhistorical. 

But whatever may be said of post- 
reformation Protestantism in __ its 
bearing on the canon, genuine Prot- 
estanism must stand for the reason 
and liberty of historical research and 
the right of private judgment. 


FENHE subjective test of the canon 
made by Luther and early 
Protestants led into error, but not 
into the same serious and fixed error 
as the objective test of Catholicism. 
This test of Luther was the witness 
of God’s spirit to the Christly charac- 
ter of a book. The witness of the 
spirit may help us in books like the 
Gospel of Saint John and the Epistle 
of Romans, but not in books like 
Esther and Ecclesiastes. 


The canonical test which appeals to 


me as being the truest is one in which | 


| find that Marcus Dods and A. B. 
Pruce concur. The test is the agree- 
ment of any book with the main 
end of revelation. Of course the 
book must have direct historical con- 
nection with the Revelation of God 
in history. 

This test helps us through most 
canonical problems. Any problem 
that remains unsolved will be con- 


heed 


rected with books of minor jimpor- 
tance. The truth is always best. 

We must take our appeal from the 
false dogmatism of Catholicism and 
rost-reformation Protestantism to the 
Scripture itself, to the teaching of 
Christ and the Apostles, and to the 
voice of the early church. 3 

To break with the traditional view 
of the canon is not to weaken, but to 
sirengthen the faith. All the books of 
the Bible shall gain in vividness of 
interest and even in spiritual value as 
their true history and difference of 
values are shown. 

Dr. George T. Ladd writes, “The 
history of that process through which 
the Christian church has obtained its 
present collection of sacred writings— 
the Bible as we now have it—war- 
rants a belief in the guidance of the 
church by the Holy Spirit. With cer- 
tain plain limitations of our meaning 
we may speak of the “Canon of the 
Old and New Testaments” as in- 
spired. Such a statement, however, 
does not imply the infallibility of the 
details of the process of selecting and 
combining the separate book. The 
process of forming the canon of 
sacred Scripture has been similar to 
that in which God’s spirtt has brought 
about all great moral and spiritual 
growths in the body of believers, The 
general result has been that the church 
has a perfectly unique collection of re- 
ligious books which have come to be 
united as one into a volume called 
the Book, the Bible.

COUPLE of weeks ago | 
printed in this column thie 
verdict rendered by the young 
women of an insurance com- 
pany in Newark, N. J., on the 
salary a young man should 
have before they would consent to 
marry. Fifty dollars a week was the 
mmimum, according to the business 
girls’ answers to a questionnaire. 

The verdict was not a popular one, 
judging from the protests that reach 
me. I came in for a good deal of cen- 
sure for taking sides with the girls. My 
argument was based on the theory that 
if a girl has $50-a-week tastes, she 
would need that much to make her 
home successful. Another.point was 
the fact: that girls who begin to work 
at 14, 15 and 16 have had a pretty 
exhausting career by the time they 
have reached 24, 26 and 28, and 
when they -marry they cannot be 
blamed for wanting some sort of rest, 
some sort Of security. And the only 
security of this sort that can be had 
is through an adequate income. 

Another thing, the girl who has 
been earning and has been able to 
provide herself with a few little luxu- 
ries, and a few of the pleasures of life, 


is going to find it harder to adjust’ 


herself to sacrifices than one without 
this experience. 

lt is the penalty of present-day 
civilization that business girls’ tastes 
are what they are and economic con- 
ditions are what they are. And it is 
greatest tragedies of pres- 
ent-day life th: it many young men are 
prevented from marrying because ot 
limitations in their weekly earnings. 

However, arguments based on hard- 
headed pay envelope calculations are 
Subject to utter annihilation where 
love and sacrifice enter, Of this | 
have evidence aplenty in the letters of 
protest cf te $50 a week demand. 

There are girls, thousands of them, 
just as willing to make sacrifices to- 
day as their grandmothers were, just 
as willing to buy remnants and make 
their own dresses, just as willing to 
scrub and clean, to bake and econ- 
omize in every conceivable way, just 
as unselfish and just as noble. It was 
vastly worth while producing the New 
Jersey business girls’ demand if mere- 
ly to prove this. 

Here is a2 woman on $32 a week 
with two children, who manages to 
put away $1 a week for a rainy day. 
She is happy, too. The children are 
healthy because they have good food 


to eat. Another is doing even better 
on $35 a week, with four children. 
R. A. R. has been married one and 


a half Years. Her husband is making 
$39 a week. Until three months avo 
he made only $37. They have $1,500 
in the bank and a real estate lot worth 
$500 paid for. They have furniture 
enough and good enough, though it is 


not the very best, says R. A. R., but 
it is all paid tor. 

“When we were married we had 
$400 between us,” she writes. “Or 


course, | have worked the year and a 
half, along with my husband, and 
have saved what we could without sac- 
riticing at all. 

“[ stayed at home for two months 
atter we were first married, during 
which time | managed on the $37 and 
saved $600. We paid $40 rent, and 
stove heat, of course, and we believe 
in eating. | perhaps would not have 
been able to save quite that much it | 
had had to pay tor coal during those 
two months; still I felt 1 was doing 
pretty well, considering, 

“Now we pay $50 rent, furnish ou 
own heat, pay $75 a vear for insur- 
ance, and still | figure that were | at 
home ?t could save at least $25 a 
monih without ski mping on anything 
either.

Here was an- 
other onening for the gospel and they 
immediately offered him salvation 
through Christ. “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved.

We see here the simplicity of the 
Tian of salwation.

Paul did not snggest to the jailor 
that he should enter upon a 
course of investization of all the re- 
ligions of the earth and compare their 
respeciive merits.

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No amateur conjuror’s repertoire is complete without a “card-reading” trick; that is, a method by which 
you read the cards of a thoroughly shuffled pack, one after another, without apparently having seen them, 
Harry Houdini here gives three favorite methods of accomplishing this feat. 
Numbers 1 and 2 are self-explanatory. In number 1 the pack is shuffled by the audience; you put it into its 
ease-and hold it against your head. You announce the cards one by one before drawing them; the audience is 
amazed to see that each card drawn is the one vou have called. A small opening cut in the corner of the case 
allows you to spot the index of each card. Number 2 employs a tiny spangle fastened to the tip of the fore- . 
finger with a bit of wax. You hold the deck facing the audience and see the value of the card reflected in the é 
spangle. This is most mystifying, as there seems no possible way for you to see the cards, yet you name them 
one after the other, running through the entire pack if need be. : : 
Number 3 is probably the best of all. You hold the deck behind your back, name a card, and show the : 
deck to the audience; sure enough, the card you named is on the front of the deck. You repeat this performance = 
till you have named the entire deck. 
The secret is simple. Hold the deck face down and secretly turn over the top card. This you show to the 
audience, naming the card. They think the face of the deck is toward them, while in reality it is toward you, and 
as you show the card to the audience you have the bottom card of the deck in plain view. This you bring to the

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Here is a good joke on our granddaddies, who used to play this puzzle game seventy-five years ago, when it 
was universally popular. The old books explain how the solution is accomplished in fifty-two moves, “the shortest 
possible method.” As a matter of fact it can be done in forty-seven moves, which will be very surprising infor- 
mation to the “shades” of the old fellows if they are hovering around! 

The old game was made of wood, with black and white pegs fitted into holes in the centres of the squares. 
The object of the puzzle was to transpose the pegs in a series of moves and jumps, so that the whites should 
occupy the upper positions and the blacks the lower. The pegs were moved from one square to another, with 
the additional privilege of jumping over a peg to a vacant hole. Moves and jumps are made north, sowh, 
east or west; diagonal moves or jumps being barred. a 

To work out the puzzle on our diagram it ts only necessary to place eight black markers upon the eight 
black disks, and eight white markers upon the eight white disks. Different colored buttons or coins of different 
denominations will do. Then to make forty-seven moves and jumps, through the medium of the one vacant square, 
that will effect a complete transposition of the sixteen pieces, so that the white group will be in the N. W. posi- 
tions and the black group in the S. E. corner. The black and white do not have to move alternately—move and 
jump the sixteen markers in any order you like so long as the direction is always horizontal or vertical. 
You see, for the opening, you may move or jump north, south, east or west. To keep a record of the performance 
write down a sequence of the moves and jumps according to the direction they take. For example: Move caat, 
jump west, move west, etc.
